On motion of Mr. Campbell the rules of the tenth session 
were adopted for the government of the House during its 
temporary organization. 

On motion of Mr. Stalker, the House proceeded to the 
election of permanent officers. 

Mr. Brumback moved that the House vote viva voce in 
the election of its permanent officers. 

Mr. Gray called for the ayes and nays—motion lost. 

Mr. Brumback placed in nomination for permanent 
speaker, Mr. E. B. True, of Idaho county. 

Mr. Hedrick placed in nomination Mr. I. W. Garrett, of 
Alturas county. 

On motion of Mr. Callaway, the Speaker appointed as 
tellers Messrs. Jeffrey and Campbell. 

The House then proceeded to ballot for permanent Speaker. 

The ballot being duly canvassed and Mr. E. B. True, hav- 
ing received a majority of all the votes cast was, declared 
duly elected by the temporary Speaker. 

On motion of Mr. Pefiy, the Speaker appointed Messrs. 
Pefly and Gilson to conduct the Speaker elect to the chair. 

The committee waited on the Speaker elect and conduct- 
ed Lim to the Speaker's stand where he was introducea to 
the House by Mr. Pefly. 

The Speaker on taking the chair addressed the House in 
a few well-timed and appropriate remarks—asking their 
indulgence, forbearance and assistance and thanking them 
for the high honor conferred on him. 

On motion of Mr. Brumback, T. D. Cahalan was placed in 
nomination for Chief Clerk. 

On motion of Mr. Cummings, Mr. Mark Leonard was 
placed in nomination for the same position. 

T. D. Cahalan received 14 votes, and Mr. Leonard received 
10 votes. T. D. Cahalan having received a majority of 
all the votes cast was declared duly elected. 

On motion of Mr. Brumback, Mr. John Ward was placed 
in nomination for Sergeant-at-arms and Doorkeeper. 

On motion of Mr. Campbell, Mr. J. N. Wallace was placed 
in nomination for the same position. 
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Mr. John Ward received 15 votes and J. N. Wallace re- 
ceived 9 votes. Mr. Ward having received the majority of 
all the votes cast was declared duly elected Sergeant-at-arms. 

On motion of Mr. Hart, the rules were suspended, and 
Mr. Harlan Pefly was unanimously elected enrolling and 
engrossing clerk. 

Mr. James Hastings was placed in nomination by Mr. 
Gilson, and Mr. E. N. Austin, by Mr. Brumback for watch- 
man. 

Mr. Austin having received a majority of all the votes 
cast was declared duly elected watchman. 

Mr. Brumback placed in nomination for messenger, Mas- 
ter Nelson DePartte, Mr. Garrett placed in nomination 
Charles Bruno, and Mr. Gray, placed in nomination —— 
Hasbrouck, Nelson Partte having received a majority of 
all the votes cast was declared duly elected messenger.

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HOUSE RULES. 


I 


The House shall meet each day of its sitting at ten 
o'clock a.m., unless said House shall adjourn to some other 
hour. A majority of all the members of the House shall 
constitute a quorum. 


I. j 


The House shall choose by ballot, one of the members 
thereof to occupy the chair, who shall be entitled Speaker 
of the House of Representatives, and who shall hold his of- 
fice during the session thereof, unless he be removed by a 
two-thirds vote of the members present. 


HI. 


The Speaker shall take the chair precisely at the hour 
appointed for meeting, shall immediately call the House to 
order, and on appearance of a quorum, shall cause the jour- 
nal of the preceding day to be read. 3 


IV. 


He shall preserve order and decorum, may speak to 
points of order in preference to other members, rising from 
his seat for that purpose, and shall decide questions of or- 
der subject to an appeal to the House by any two members, 
on which appeal no member shall speak more than once 
unless by leave of the House, and said appeal shall prevail 
when voted for by a majority of the members present. 


V. 

He shall have a general direction of the hall. He shall 
have a right to name any member to perform the duties of 
the chair, but such substitution shall not extend beyond an 
adjournment. oi 


All acts, addresses and joint resolutions shall be signed 
by the Speaker, and all writs, warrants and subpoenas, is- 
sued by order of the House, shall be under his hand, attest- 
ed by the clerk. VI 


In case of any disturbance .or disorderly conduct in: the 


: : 
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lobby, the Speaker (or chairman of the committee of the 
whole House) shall have power to order the same to be 
cleared. VI 


ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


After calling the roll, and the reading and approving of 
the Journals, the order of business shall be as follows: 
1—Presentation of petitions,. 
2—Notice of bills. 
3—Reports of standing committees. 
4—Reports of select committees. 
. 9—Messages from the Governor. a 
6—Motions and resolutions. 
7—Messages from the Council. 
S—TIntroduction and first reading of bills. 
9—Second reading and reference of bilis. 
10—Third reading of bills. 
11—Unfinished business of the general orders. 
12—Special orders of the day. | 
183—General orders of the day; but messages from the 
Governor, communications from Territorial officers, messa- > 
ges from the Council, and reports from the commit- 
tees on engrossed bills and enrolled bills, may be received 
under any order of business. 


IX. 
PETITIONS. 


Petitions, memorials and other papers addressed to the 
House, shall be presented by the Speaker, or by a member 
in his place. A brief statement of the contents thereot 
shall be made verbally by the introducer. They shall not 
be debated on the day of their being presented, but shall 
lie on the table, or be- referred, as the House shall deter- 
mine. x 


BILLS. 


Every bill shall be introduced by giving at least one day’s 
notice, or by the leave of two-thirds of the House; except 
such bill shall be introduced by a committee, or in accord- 
ance with a rule ofthe House. 


XI. 


Every bill shall receive three readings previous to its pas- 
sage. The Speaker shall give notice at such reading 
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whether it be the first, second or third reading. The first 
and second shall be on the same day, unless an objection is 
interposed. No bill shall be amended or committed until 
twice read. The first reading ofa bill shall be for informa- 
tion, and if opposition be made to it, the question shall be: 
“Shall the bill be rejected?” If no objection be made, or if 
the question to reject be negatived, the bill shall then take 
the usual course. ° l 


XII. 
SERGEANT-AT-ARMS AND DOORKEEPER. 


The Sergeant-at-arms shall attend the House during its 
sittings, execute the commands of the House, and all pro- 
cess issued by authority thereof, directed to him by the 


Speaker. 
XII. 


It shall be the duty of the doorkeeper to assist the Ser- 
geant-at-arms in keeping the hall of the House in order, 
and attend to such other duties as the House may direct. 


XIV. : 


It shall be the duty of the watchman to attend to warm- 
ing, lighting and cleaning the hall, and such other duties 
as may be directed by the House. 


XV. 


Standing committees, consisting, except when otherwise 
specified, of three members each, shall be appointed on the 
following subjects: (Excepting the judiciary, which may be 
composed of five.) 

1—Judiciary. 

2—Privileges and elections. 

38—Corporations, - 

4—-Counties and county boundaries. 

5—Education. 

6—Ways and means. 

(—Mining affairs. 

S—Federal relations. 

9—Roads, bridges and ferries. 

10—Engrossed bills, ` 

11—Enrolled bills. 2 
12—Territorial affairs. 

13—Mileage. 

14—-Military and Indian affairs. 

15—Printing.

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16—Agriculture. . 
17—Mail and mail facilities. 


XVI. | 


All committees shall be appointed by the Speaker unless 
otherwise specially directed by the House. 


XVII. | 


It shall be the duty of the committee on elections to ex- 
amine and report upon the certificates of election, or other 
credentials of the members returned to serve in this House, 
and to take into their consideration all such petitions, and 
other matters touching elections and returns as shall or, 
may be presented or come into question, and be referred to 
them by the House. 


XVIII. 


It shall be the duty of the committee on ways and means | 
to take into their consideration all such reports of the | 


Treasury Department, and all such propositions relative to 


the revenue, as may be referred to them by the House; to | 


inquire into the state of the public debt, or the revenue, and 
of the expenditure, and report from time to time their opin- 
ion thereon. 

XIX. 


It shall be the duty of the committee on military and 
Indian affairs to take into consideration all subjects relat- 
ing to the military establishment, public defense, and In- 
dian relations, which may be referred to them by the House, 
and to report their opinion thereupon, and also to report, 
from time to time, such measures as may contribute to 
economy and accountability in such establishments. 


XX. 


When a motion is made to refer any subject, and differ 
ent committees shall be proposed, the question shall be 
taken in the following order: 4 l 

The committee of the whole House. 

A standing committee. 

A select committee. 


XXI. 


In forming a committee of the whole House, a chairman, 
to be named by the Speaker, shall preside. Bills commit- 
ted to a committee of the whole House shall, in committee 
of the whole, be read in sections. All amendments shall 
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be noted and reported to the House by the chairman. Af- 
ter report, the bill shall again be subjectto amendment 
before the question is taken. . 


XXII. 


The rules of the House shall be observedtin consnittee 
of the whole, so far as may be applicable, except limiting 
the time of speaking, and except that the ayes and noes 
shall not be taken. 


XXIII. = 


A motion that the committee will rise shall always be in 
order, and shall be decided without debate. . 


XXIV. 
DECORUM AND DEBATE. 


If any member in speaking, or otherwise transgress the 
rules of the House, the Speaker shall, or any member may, 
call to order, in which case the member socalled to order, 
shall immediately sit down, unless permitted to explain ; 
and, if called to order by a member, such member shall 
immediately state the point of order. If the point of or- 
der be sustained by the chair, the member shall not be al- 
lowed to proceed, but if it be not sustained, then he shall 
be permitted to go on. Every such decision from the chair- 
shall be subject to an appeal to the ‘House, but no discus- 
sion of a question of order shall be allowed, unless an ap- 
peal be taken from the decision of the chair. 


XXV. 


_ _ When two or more members shall rise at once, the 
Speaker shall name the person first to speak. 


XXVI. 


Every member when ‘he speaks, shall, standing in his 
place, address Mr. SPEAKER, and when he has finished, he 
shall sit down. No member shall speak more than twice 
during the consideration of any one question on the same 
day, and at the same stage of proceedings, without leave 
of the House, and members who have once spoken, shall 
not again. be entitled to the floor (except for explanation), 
to the exclusion of others who have not spoken. - 


XXVII. 
If any member be called to order for offensive words 


3 
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spoken in debate, the person so calling him to order shall 
report the words excepted ta, and they shall be taken down 
in writing at the clerk’s table; and no member shall be 
held to answer, or be subject to censure of the House, for 
language used in debate, if any member has spoken or 
other business has intervened after the words spoken and 
before exceptions to them shall have been taken. 


XXVIII. i 


Ày member may rise to explain a matter personal to 
}imself, with leave of the chair, but shall not discuss a 
question in such explanation. 


XXIX. 


MOTIONS, ETC., 


No motion shall be debated until the same be seconded, 
and distinctly announced by the Speaker; and it shall be 
reduced to writing if required by the Speaker or any mem- 
ber, and be read by the clerk, before the same shall be 
debated. A motion may be withdrawn at any time before 
amendment or decision. 

XXX. 


A motion to adjourn, or fix the time to which the House 
will adjourn, shall always bein order: Provided, That no 
motion shall be in order while a person is speaking, or 
while a vote is being taken, and no two consecutive mo- 
tions to adjourn shall be entertained without some inter- 
vening business. Theclerk shall enter on the journal the 
name of any member moving an adjournment, and also the 
hour at which the motion was made. 


XXXI. 


When a question is under debate, or before the House, 
no motion shall be received but to adjourn ; to lay on the 
table ; for the previous question ; to postpone to a day cer- 
tain ; to commit or amend ; to postpone indelinitely; which 
several motions shall have precedence in the order in which 
they are named; but the first three shall be decided with- 
out debate, and no motion to postpone to a day certain, to 
commit, or to poner indefinitely, being decided, shall 
again be allowed on the same day and av the same stage 
of the proceedings. A motion to strike out the enacting 
clause of a bill or resolution shall have precedence of 
a motion to amend, and if carried shall be considered 
equivalent to its rejection.

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XXXII. 


The previous question shall be in this form: “Shall the 
main question be now'put? ” and its effect, when sustained 
by a majority of the members present, shall be to put an 
end to all debate, and bring the House’ to a vote on the 
question or questions before it. 


XXXIII. 


All incidental questions of order arising after a motion 
is made for the previous question, and pending suck a mo- 
tion or previous question, shall be decided (excepting an 
appeal), without debate. ' 

; XXXIV. 


The previous question shall only be put when demanded 
by three members. 
- XXXV. 


When a question is indefinitely postponed, ‘the same 
shall not be again introduced during the session. 


XXXVI. 


Any member may call for a division of the question, 
which shall be divided if it comprehend propositions in 
substance so distinct that one being taken away a substan- 
tive proposition shall remain for the decision of the House. 
A motion to strike out, being lost, shall preclude neither 
amendment nor a motion to strike out and insert. 


XXXVII. 


No motion or proposition on a subject different from that 
under consideration shall be admitted as an amendment. 
No bill or resolution shall at any time be amended by an- 
nexing thereto, or incorporating therein, any other bill or 
resolution pending before the House. No billsshall be printed 
unless ordered by a direct vote of the House. 


XXXVIII. 


In filling up blanks, the largest sum and longest time, 
shall be first put. 
XXXIX. 


All questions relating to the priority of business shall be 
directed without debate. 
XL. 


When the reading of a paper is called for, except peti- 
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tions, and the same is objected to by any member, it shall 
be determined by a vote of the House without debate. 


XLI. 


When a question, except a final vote on a bill or resolu- 
tion has been once made and carried in the affirmative or 
negative, it shall be in order for any member of the major- 
ity to move for the reconsideration thereof; but no motion 
for the reconsideration of any vote, shall be in order, 
after a bill, resolution, message, report, amendment or mo- 
tion, upon which the vote was taken, shall have gone out ` 
of the possession of the House, announcing its decision. 


XLII. 


On the day succeeding that on which a final vote on any 
bill or resolution has been taken, said vote may be recon- 
sidered on the motion of any member: Provided, Notice of 
intention to move such reconsideration shall have been 
giyen on the day on which such final vote was taken, 
by a member voting with the majority, and it shall not be 
in order for any member to move a reconsideration on the 
day on which such final vote was taken. Said motion of 
reconsideration shall have precedence over every other mo- 
tion, except to adjourn. No notice of reconsideration shall 
be in order on the day preceding the last day of the ses- 
sion, But there shall be no reconsideration of a vote on a 
motion to indefinitely postpone. 


XLIII. 


In all cases of election by the House, the vote shall be 
taken by ballot. 
XLIV. 


The ayes and noes shall be taken when called for by three 
members present; and every member within the bar of the 
House when his name is called, shall (unless for special 
reasons he be excused), declare openly and without debate, 
his vote. In taking the ayes and noes, and upon call of 
the House, the names of the members shall be taken alpha- 
betically, and the clerk shall enter on the journal the 
names of those demanding the ayes and noes. And the 
ayes and noes shall be taken on the final passage of all 


bills. 
XLV. = 
No member or other person, shall remain by the clerk’s

table while the ayes and noes are being called, or while the 
votes are being counted. 
l XLVI. ý 
No member shall vote on any question in the result of 
which he is personally interested or involved. 


XLVII. 


Upon a division or count of the House on any ques- 
tion, no person without the bar shall be counted. 


XLVII. 


No member shall be allowed to explain his vote or dis- 
cuss the question while the ayes any nays are being called, | 
and no member shall be allowed to change his vote after 
the vote is announced from the chair. 


XLIX. 


CALL OF THE HOUSE, |. 


Upon a call of the House, the names of the members shall 
be called over by the clerk, and the absentees noted, after 
which the names of the absentees shall again be called 
over. The doors shall then be shut, and those for whom 
no excuse or sufficient excuses are made, may, by order of 
those present, be taken into custody as they appear, or 
may be sent for and taken into custody by the Sergeant- 
at-arms, wherever to be found or by special messenger, to 
be appointed for that purpose. l 


L. 
MISCELLANEOUS, 


No standing rule or order of the House shall be rescinded 
or changed without a Vote of two-thirds, and one day’s no- 
tice being given of motion therefor; but a rule or order may 
be suspended temporarily, by a vote of two-thirds of the 
members present, except that portion of rule eleventh, re- 
lating to third reading of bills. ; 


LI. 


No member shall absent himself from the service of the 
House without the leave of the House, except in case of 
sickness; and no mmber shall obtain leave of absence, or 
be excused, without a vote of two-thirds of the House. 
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LII. 


No person, except members of the Council, Territorial 
officers and ladiés, shall be admitted within the bar of the 
House, except by special invitation on the part of some 
member;-but a majority may authorize the Speaker to clear 
the House of all such persons. 


LHI. 


The rules of parliamentary practice contained in Jeffer- 
son’s Manual, shall govern the House in all cases to which 
they are applicable, and in which they are not inconsistent 
with the standing rules and orders of the House, and the 
joint rules of the Council and House of Representatives. 


LIV. 


The assembly room shall not be used for any public or 
private business, other than legislative, except by permis- 
sion of the House. Er

Mr. Speaker: The undersigned, a minority of the judi- 
ciary committee to whom was referred Council: Bill. No. 
14, entitled “ An act establishing district courts in each or- 
ganized county of the Territory and providing for paying the 
expense thereof,” being unable to agree with the majority 
of the committee in their report, respectfully show. the fol- 
lowing reasons why in their opinion the bill ought to pass: 

ist. In our opinion Congress in fixing the salaries of the 
Justices of the Supreme Courts of the Territories, had not 
in view or contemplation the fact that they would be re- 

uired to pay out any portion thereof for expenses of trav- 
eling and living away from Home in the discharge of their 
official duties, the salary paid by the United States being 
much less than an attorney capable of discharging such du- 
ties is able to earn in the practice of his profession. 

2d. This is further evidenced by the fact that by section 
1874 of the Revised Statutes of the United States, these jus- 
tices are not required to hold district courts for the hear-. 
ing of causes arising under the laws of the Territory,in coun- 
ties where courts may be established by law, but are merely 
authorized to do so provided the counties of the Territory 
shall pay the expenses thereof. We regard the traveling 
expenses of the judge and his expenses of living away from 
home while holding such terms of court as legitimate expen- 
ses within the meaning of that section, and think that the 
amount proposed to be appropriated by the bill is not in 
excess of such expenses, especially taking into considera- 
tion that new counties are likely to be created at the pres- 
ent session of the Legislature. 

dd. It is within the power of the justices of the Supreme 
Court, as is the practice in some of the Territories, to re- 
quire all the court business to be transacted at one place in 
each district, thus avoiding the expenses consequent upon 
holding district courts away from the county in which the 
judge resides, and considering the fact that after deducting 
the expenses of holding courts in the several counties from 
the salary paid by the United States there is scarcely 
enough left, especially in the second district, to defray the 
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expenses of living, for a judge and his family, it could not 
be charged as anything but a measure of self-protection 
should this course be pursued, and we have reason to be- 
lieve that such rule will be adopted by the Supreme Court 
at its next session unless provision is made for the expen- 
ses of holding courts in each of the counties. 

4th. Believing, as we do, that the interests of litigants 
and the people would be promoted by having the business 
of the courts transacted in the county where it arises 
rather than by Pole compelled to travel with their array 
of witnesses hundreds of ‘miles, in some instances in order 
to have it disposed of; and believing further that the meas- 
ure proposed by the bill is legally right, and but a simple 
act of justice to the judges in case they hold the courts as 
required by the bill, we, therefore, earnestly recommend 
its passage.

Sır: I herewith return, without my approval, House 
Bill No. 7, entitled “ An act to amend ‘An act creating and 
eang the county of Bear Lake,’ approved January Sth,

My objections to the bill are as follows : 

Ist. By section 2 of this bill, the county of Bear Lake is 
“required to pay to the county of Oneida the pro rata pro- 
portion of the indebtedness of the county of Oneida (the 
amount to be ascertained from the assessment roll), after 
deducting from the entire amount of said indebtedness, the 
cash in said (Oneida) county treasury.” Construing this 
language according to its strict letter, the commissioners 
for Bear Lake county might contend that all moneys in the 
Oneida county treasury must be counted and deducted 
from the indebtedness of said county, whether such moneys 
properly belong to the county or are applicable to the in- 

lebtedness or not. 

There are certain to be school funds and Territorial 
funds in the Oneida county treasury, at the time this duty 
is directed to be performed, neither of which funds could 
properly be applied to the payment of the county indebt- 
edness; yet it would be a violent construction of this act 
to hold that it does not make it mandatory upon the off- 
cers named forthe purpose, to count and deduct the money 
in such funds from the total indebtedness of Oneida county, 
thereby making the proportion of the indebtedness to be 
assumed by. Bear Lake county somewhat smaller than it 
would be if such funds should not be counted. I am will- 
ing to concede that the probability is, the officers to whom 
this duty is assigned, would act fairly and honorably in 
adjusting the proportion of the indebtedness to be assumed. 
by Bear Lake county; still in matters of so much impor- 
tance nothing should be left to chance. 

2d. The board or commissioners provided by this bill to 
perform the duty above mentioned, consists of two of the 
county officers of Bear Lake, and but one of the Oneida 
county officers. In a matter of so much importance to her 
interests, Oneida county is entitled to an equal representa- 
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tion on the board, especially as its decision, or the result 
reached by it, is made final. Under the bill as it stands, 
the two members of the board from Bear Lake county, be- 
ing a majority thereof, could make an adjustment of the 
affairs which it is authorized to settle, wholly unjust to 
Oneida county. 

In the features pointed out, the measure does not seem 
to me to be sufficiently explicit and guarded, and I am 
therefore constrained to withhold my approval. 

In addition to these objections, I would suggest whether 
itis wise to extend county limits in any instance. There 
is good reason to believe that there will be a large acces- 
sion to our population before a great while, and it is highly 
probable that every measure of this nature will have to be 
undone by future legislation. © When there is sufficient 
population to justify the formation of two or more coun- 
ties out of one, itshould be done. The adding of a large 
area of country, containing but few inhabitants, to Bear 
Lake county, is a step in the wrong direction, and one 
which, on general principles, I am Indisposed to favor. 
There may be reasons why an exceptibn should be made in 
this case, but if so I have not been advised of them.

enforce it. Indeed, so general has been the demand for its | 
repeal, that I am informed the Legislative Assembly, has — 
at this session, adopted a bill for its repeal. 

If this be true, it does not seem consistent, to make reg- 
ulations regarding the wool-growing industry for Bear 
Lake county, which have been found so obnoxious else- 
where. 

Regulations governing the herding of cattle and sheep, 
so framed as to prevent conflict between those interests, 
would be eminently proper. 

Both should be encouraged, neither prohibited, as would 
practically be the effect in one county should this bill be- 
come a law. 

I would also respectfully suggest for your consideration, 
whether this bill does not contain features of an unconsti- 
tutional nature.

House of Representatives, 
Sir: Herewith I have the honor to return House Memo- 
rial No. 1, for the reason that I have no authority to ap- 

prove or disapprove ‘‘ Memorials. ” 
The subject-matter of the Memorial, shows it to be a pe- 
tition of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Idaho, 
setting out the facts in relation to the services of certain 
citizens of the Territory of Idaho, during the Indian war 
of 1877, and 1878, and praying Congress to make the neces- 
sary appropriation to compensate them for such services. 
` The right of petition is guaranteed to every citizen by 
the constitution, and when you memorialize Congress to 
redress grievances, or to:do certain acts which that body 

alone can do, it is simply an exercise of that’ right. 

Tt is not in. any sense an exercise of the powers conferred

upon the Legislative Assembly. The legislative power of the 
Territory consists of a Governor, and Legislative Assembly. 

Section 1842 of the Revised Statutes provides that, “ev- 
ery bill which has passed the Legislative Assembly of any 
Territory shall, before it becomes a law, be presented to the 
Governor. If he approve he shall sign it, but if not, he 
shall return it with his objections, to that house in which 
it originated, and that House shall enter the objections at 
large upon its journal, and ,“(shall?)” proceed to reconsider 
it.’ The same section further provides that if two-thirds 
of each House pass a bill over the Governor's objection it 
then becomes a law. 

The best authorities define the term “a law” to be, “A * 
rule or order of conduct established by authority ; an edict 
of a government orruler ; a fixed regulation ; an expressed 
command; a decree; an order.” The Memorial under 
consideration would not become a law if approved by me. 
or if disapproved and passed over my objections, for it lays 
down no rule or order of conduct for the control of the in- 
habitants of this Territory, nor would it be a fixed regula- 
tion, an expressed command, a decree or an order of the 
Legislative power of this Territory. 

As before stated, I regard this Memorial as simply an ex- 
ercise of the right of petition, and as there is nowhere any 
authority conferred upon the Governor to interpose objec- 
tions which might result in a denial of that right, it follows 
as a matter of course that he is not vested with the pre- 
rogative of approval. To hold otherwise would be to ad- 
mit that he may disapprove. 

It is my purpose to guard with jealous care all the pre- 
rogatives with which I am invested, but in doing this, I 
shall endeaver to scrupulously avoid interference with the 
rights of others. 

_ [return the Memorial with these remarks, in order that 
it may be put in the proper channel to reach its destination. 

I will add that this particular prayer. of the Legislative 
Assembly meets my hearty approval, and it will afford me 
infinite pleasure to join with you, in the proper manner, 
in the effort fo secure appropriate action by Congress to 
suitably reward those who so valiantly risked their lives to 
defend the lives and save the property of our people during 
the relentless and merciless war waged by the Indians in 
1377 and 1878.

A resolution identically the 
same was certified to me on Dec. 29, 1550, as Council Joint 
Resolution No. 2, and which-I returned to the Council Dec. 
30, 1880, without my approval, stating the following rea- 
sons, which I now repeat as my reasons for returning 
House Joint Resolution No. 2: “My objection to the reso- 
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pation is that it assumes a right on the part of the Legisla- 
Í ture to investigate and inquire into the conduct of an in- 
i stitution exclusively under the control of the United States. 
| This, I apprehend, was not the intention of the Legislature, 
i but that it was simply the purpose to inquire into the con- 
| dition of Territorial prisoners, confined in the prison. If 
l that is the intention, and the resolution be amended so as 
ito make that fact apparent, I will most cheerfully approve 
rit.’ Asa further objection to the resolution, I will state 


that if abuses are supposed to exist in the management of 
the prison, the resolution is not framed to discover them. 

A mere visit to the prison by a committee simply em- 
powered to inquire into the condition and treatment of the 
prisoners, will not result in bringing to light the supposed 
abuses.; The inquiries directed by the resolution could on- 
ly be addressed to those in charge of the prison, and it is 
reasonable to suppose they would make the best possible 
showing of the condition and treatment of those under 
their charge. 

If there are well founded reports, or allegations of mis- 


: conduct, etc., in the management of the Territorial Prison,

Sir: Herewith I return, without approval, House Bill 
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clauses, intended to overcome the defects pointed out in 
the former measure, and which were given as objections to 
it. The defects found to exist in House Bill No. 7, are 
cured by the bill now under consideration, and if I had 
stated no other objections to the original bill, the present 
one might possibly receive my approval. But it will be re- 
membered that in returning House Bill No. 7, I very ex- 
plicitly stated, as an additional objection to it, that I did 
not regard it as wise to extend county limits in any in- 
stance, and gave as one of the reasons for withholding ap- 
proval that I believed it to be a step in the wrong direc- 
tion, and one which, on general principles, I was not dis- 
posed to favor. To withhold approval of a measure, be- 
cause it is believed to be contrary to sound public policy. 
constitutes as valid an objection as any that may be urged. 
Having made such an objection to House Bill No. 7, and 
the House having passed upon and sustained that objec- 
tion, with the others, by refusing to reconsider the bill, lam 
of the opinion that it was contrary to parliamentary cus- 
tom and usage, to re-enact and return for my consideration 
a measure that by the action of the House was killed. 

That the bill before me is the same as House Bill No. 7, al- 
though containing some new matter, is quite evident, for it 
mes accomplish precisely the same end should it become 
a law. 

The fact that the House has already passed upon the ob- 
jections of the Governor, urged against this identical meas- 
ure, and refused to reconsider the same, is a sufficient ob- 
jection to the present bill. 

But I do not propose to rest upon an objection by which 
I may seem to question the rights, or prerogatives, of the 
House, though I disclaim any such intention. ; 

I shall proceed to consider House Bill No. 89 as an en- 
tirely new, different and independent measure, and state 
my objections to it to be: First—A large majority of the 
people of Oneida county, including nearly all the heaviest 
tax-payers, oppose the sacrifice of territory oomp ee 
by the bill. Of those persons living in the portion of Onei- 
da county proposed to be ceded to Bear Lake, at least one- 
half are opposed to a change of county jurisdiction. 

_ Outside of Malad Valley there is no genuine sentiment 
in favor of this bill, and the reason the people of that sec- 
tion support the bill is well understood. 

To them no sacrifice of territory seems too great, if there- 
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by the calamity of a removal of the county seat may be 
averted. 

They cannot be blamed for supporting this measure, be- 
cause it will, to some extent, weaken the vote of those who 
favor a removal of the county seat. But the fact that they 
favor this measure for the reason stated should operate to 
Pee any weight being given to their support of the 

ill. . 

Considered upon its own merits solely, it iş doubtful 
whether this measure would meet the approbation of a 
dozen citizens of Oneida county. 

In an elaborate report made to the Council upon a simi- 
lar measure, tlie distinguished chairmen of the committee 
upon counties and county bountar-es said: ‘ Your com- 
mittee are impressed with the conviction that an impor- 
tant element in considering measures of this nature arises 
ordinarily upon the question of fact as to whether the com- 
munity to be afoctad, or included in country to be trans- 
ferred, desire the change. * * * * Jn changing lines 
of division between contiguous counties, enlarging some 
and contracting others, it has never, we believe, been re- 
garded as good policy to tolerate the sale by one and the 
purchase by another of territorial area ; nor should the dis- 
position of such jurisdiction be permitted at the option of 
the contracting parties.” 

These views are sound and there ought to be no dissent 
from them. They apply with great force to the present 
ease. This measure is opposed by at least two-thirds of the 
people of Oneida county, and is supported by the other 
third from motives that should render their support nuga- 
tory. This being the fact. it ought not to be forced upon 
Oneida county at the dictation of Bear Lake. Iam aware 
that, with one exception, the bill received the votes of the 
members of the Legislature from Oneida county. Iam al- 
so aware that this was the result of a compromise. 

It may not be amiss to remind you that such compro- 
mises not unfrequently partake of the character ofan u/tona- 
tum, whereby a victor dictates terms to the vanquished, as 
was the case when France ceded the provinces of Alsace 
and Lorraine to Germany. 

Second—The provision of the bill establishing the north- 
ern boundary of Bear Lake county at the 43° of north lat- 
itude, is an insuperable objection to it. Thisis purely an 
imaginary line, not ascertainable except by an astronomi- 
cal observation or survey. Indeed, to accurately locate 
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the proposed line, several observations would be necessary. 
To make a survey, of this nature requires very great scien- 
tific knowledge, and the use of very expensixe instru- 
ments. There may be persons in Idaho competent to per- 
form the work: yet it is doubtful whether there is an in- . 
strument in the Territory suitable for the purpose. More- 
over, it would be a very expensive method of fixing the 
boundary line. 

To locate an initial point and run the line would cost not 
less than $5,000. This expense would have to be borne 
equally by the two counties bordering upon the line. As 
Oneida will derive no appreciable benefit from the pro- 
posed cession of territory, I can see no justice or reason 
for imposing so considerable an expense upon that county. 

I presume it was not the intention of the Legislature to 
merely designate the 48rd parallel as the boundary line. 
and leave the exact line of division between the counties 
of Bear Lake and Oneida an open question. The bad_ef- 
fect of leaving these important questions to ‘‘ guess-work,” 
is clearly shown in the case of Lemhi and Alturas counties. 

If because of the expense there should be a failure to 
survey the 48rd parallel, a great wrong would be done, not 
only to the counties interested, but to a large number of 
individuals residing therein. 

Numerous disputes, and interminable litigation of a vex- 
atious character would certainly arise. Iam fully satisfied 
that it was not the intention of the Legislative Assembly 
to sanction a measure calculated to bring about so deplor- 
able a state of affairs. 

As a further reason for rejecting the 43rd parallel as the 
northern line of Bear Lake, | will add that it is probable, 
m the territory thus acquired by that county, would be in- 
cluded the Caribon Mining District. è 

This statement’is based upon information derived from 
an official source. Whether this is the fact or not can only 
he determined by a survey. 

As it will not be contended that a single person living, 
or Interested in that district, desires a change of county 
government, I presume this feature of the bill must have 
been inadvertently overlooked by the Legislature. 

Third—-I must reiterate the objection made against the 
first bill, namely, that itis not best to enlarge county limits 
in any case, unless there be some imperative necessity 
therefor. In this instance none such exists. 
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Bear Lake county is the most compact one in the Terri- 
tory. Itis well defined by natural boundaries, contains an 
urea of valuable land, capable of sustaining a large popula- 
tion in comfort. The county seat is centrally located, and 
can be reached by all the people without inconvenience. 
The adding of so large an area to its limits, and the settle- 
ment therein of a large number of people, will certainly 
necessitate a division of the county in the near future. 

Finally, there is no advantage that Bear Lake county 
will derive from this proposed addition that will be com- 
pensation for the expense, disputes, litigation embarrass- 
ments sure to follow if this bill becomes a law. `

Sir: I have this day approved House Bill No. 53, “to re- 
strain the herding of sheep in Bear Lake county.” Inas- 
much as I have heretofore objected to a similar bill, for the 
reason thatI believed itto be unconstitutional, and of an op- 
pressive character toward a very important interest, I deem 
it proper to state why I now approve a bill of the same 
character. I still hold to my former opinion, and it is with 
reluctane¢e that I yield my determination to use my posi- 
tion as a co-ordinate branch of. the legislative power, to 
prevent the encumbering of our statute books with uncon- 
stitutional measures. 

Without receding from my former objections, I give my 
approval to House Bill No. 58, because it is represented to 
me that the people of Bear Lake county are very anxious 
to make the attempt to enforce its provisionsin that county.

SPECIAL MESSAGE OF JOHN B. NEIL, GOVERNOR OF IDAHO, TO 
THE ELEVENTH SESSION OF THE LEGISLATURE OF IDAHO 
TERRITORY. i 

Feb. 5, 1881. 

Laid on the table. 
Gentlemen of the Council and House of Representatives : 

The act, approved January 25, ISS1, amending section 
one of the revenue law, whereby the tax levy for Territo- 
rial purposes is largely reduced, will cause you to-be held 
in grateful remembrance by your constituents. This act 
received very careful consideration, and was not adopted 

until the friends of the measure made it apparent that a 

sum adequate forall purposes would be realized. But these 

estimates were hased upon the assumption that the pres- 
ent prosperous condition of affuirs in the Territory would 
continue, and that there is likely to be a large increase in 
the value of taxable property within the next two years. 
The possibility of a depression in business, or a decline 
in the value of one or more classes of property, from any 
cause whatever, was not taken into consideration. . If there 
should be a falling off in the value of our taxable property. 
the tax levy would be insuilicient to meet current expenses. 
A considerable floating indebicdness, drawing interest, 
would thereby be created. To meet such a contingency, | 
suggest the wisdom of providing for the levying of a small 
special tax, to be denominated a sinking fund, «nd which, 
if not required for the purpose specified, shall Le held in 
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reserve for the redemption of the Territorial bonds matur- 
ing in 1885. It might be safe to postpone the beginning of 
such special levy until the year 1883, but that this Legisla- 
tive Assembly should adopt some measure of the kind, is, in 
my judgment, imperatively demanded. 

There exists in the minds of many of our best citizens, 
an apprehension that so large a reduction of taxes as has 
been made, is calculated to’ injuriously affect the present 
excellent credit of the Territory. 

To allay such fears, and avert a disaster that will be hurt- 

ful to the interests ofthe Territory, I trust you may now 
supplement the act relieving the people from a considera- 
ble burden of taxation, by one of assurance to creditors 
that their interests are to be carefully guarded. A meas- 
ure of this kind would meet the approbation of all good citi- 
zens. ' 
In concluding this subject, permit me to call your atten- 
tion to the fears generally entertained by wise, prudent 
business men of the East, that the present mania for wild, 
fancy speculations, is likely to result in a most disastrous 
panie. Every interest in this Territory would be sensibly 
affected by such a catastrophe, and I urge the wisdom of 
making provision for the payment of our debts while we 
are in a prosperous condition, and abundantly able to do 
so. 

I must again direct attention to the spread of polygamy 
inthis Territory under the fostering influences of the Mor- 
. mon church, As the very reasonable suggestions contained 
in my communication delivered at the opening of your 
session have not yet beən acted upon, I deem it prop2r to 
once niore advert to the subject and urge the immediate 
adoption of stringent measures to extirpate the evil. 

Polygamy is a doctrine of the Mormon church, and the 
practice is urged and made obligatory upon the members 
of that church, for the purpose of binding them more 
firmly to the organization. 

The Mormon leaders have shrewdly calculated that by 
~ making of the society a large community of interest in 
crime, its members can be the more easily persuaded and 
influenced to aid in carrying -into execution the political 
schemes of the priesthood. . 

_ The more men and women induced to enter into crim- 
inal relations, and the larger the number of children born 
in such relations, the stronger the organization becomes. 


l 
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The law regards the polygamist as a criminal, and all 
civilized society looks upon the plural wife as a concubine, 
and upon her children, to use the least offensive term, aş 
illegitimate. From the penalties imposed by the law, the 
polygamist naturally goes for protection and defense to 
the church. Banished from and ostracised by all other so- 
ciety, the plural wife and her children turn instinctively to 
the same institution for sympathy, and to hear those words 
of comfort and cheer so necessary to the confiding nature 
of women and children. 

Again, the practice is calculated to draw to the Mormon 
church the most vicious and sensual class of society. 

It is obvious, therefore, that polygamy is an element of 
strength to the church. ' 

Those who are familiar with the political policy of the 
Mormon church. understand why all practizes, devices and 
ceremonies calculated to crush out manhood and inde- 
pendence, have been incorporated into the Mormon reli- 
gious system. It is for the purpose of moulding the minds 
of the members of the church so that they will yield im- 
plicit obedience to the * advice of counsel,” and the com- 
mands of the priesthood. 

Polygamy, to attract the sensual ; endowment robes, se- 
cret oaths, rude, barbarous ceremonies and mumeries, to 
impress and awe the minds of the weak, ignorant, and su- 
perstitious, are some of the methods, devices, etc., adopted 
to secure a spirit of “oneness” among the latter day saints, 
It must be admitted the means employed have been suc- 
cessful, and that avery powerful organization has been 
built up, every member of which professes to believe that 
the design of its leaders to subvert this government, and 
on its ruins to erect a theocracy, will ultimately succeed. 
This may seem a wild phantasy, but I submit, in view of 
what has already been accomplished by the Mormon 
church, whether it is wise to longer ignore the fact that 
we have in our midst a numerous sect fully imbued with 
the idea that they are to rule the land. No mistaken re- 
gard for that clause of the constitution, which guarantees 
to every person the right “to worship God according to the 
dictates of his own conscience,” should be permitted to 
stand in the way of a rigid enforcement of the laws against 
those who insist that it confers upon them license to com- 
mit crime. The fact that the practice of polygamy tends 
to strengthen the Mormon church, and makes it more pow- 
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erful for the accomplishment of the political aspirations 
of its leaders, renders it imperatively necessary that the 
practice be suppressed. 

With polygamy completely crushed, the power of the 
priesthood will, to some extent, be broken, and an advance 
made toward the disintegration of the church. 

That this must be the end, all agree who have given the 
subject serious study and investigation: but the people of 
this country have not yet given the question the consider- 
ation necessary to convince them that the Mormons are 
reaching for temporal power in the United States. They 
are making rapid strides toward the attainment of that 
purpose on the Pacific coast. Utah is completely under 


- their control, and by the “spreading out” policy they are 


seeking to overrun and subdue the States of Colorado and 
Nevada, and the Territories of Arizona, Idaho, New Mexi- 
coand Wyoming. Itis certainly time to recognize the 
situation, and provide by legislation for ihe severe punish- 
ment of all who preach or practice polygamy, and all who 
in the name of religion seek to undermine the allegiance 
of citizens to the United States. Solong as you tolerate 
the sort of encroachments that are being made upon the 
Territory by the Utah theocracy, and permit polygamy . 
to be practiced and treasonable doctrines to be preached, 
you are fostering an element inimical to the peace and se- 
curity of the Territory. 

The Vatican never inaugurated more insidious, aggress- 
ive measures for the complete union of Church and State 
than those set on foot by Brigham Young, and other leaders 
ofthe Mormons. Ifthe Pope were to establish himself in 
one of our Territories, and from that point undertake to 
subdue the surrounding States and ‘Territories, the people 
would speedily suppress the attempt; yet the Church of 
Rome teaches no indecencies, but on the contrary, if all men 
were to follow its moral and religious instructions, the 
world would be the better. -How, then, has the Mormon 
church, clothed in sensuality, succeeded in obtaining such 
power and proportions? The question is not difficult to 
answer: its very grotesqueness and barbarity have been its 
protection, the country believing a thing so absurd would 
more quickly fall to pieces if let alone, and for this reason, 
the efforts of the church to secure temporal power have 
been regarded with indifference. 

But, unless “this peculiar people” renounce their crimi- 
nal practices, and political aims, the time must soon come,

when it will be the duty of the government to root out Mor. 
monism. and all that the term implies. 

That such a conflict would end in the complete destruc. 
tion of the Mormon church, no sane person doubts. 

But, gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly, it is not my 
purpose to urge the adoption of measures for the suppres- 
sion of the Mormon church. All that I now desire is that 
this sect be made to obey the laws, and that they shall not 
be permitted to preach or practice crimes, nor preach or 
teach doctrines of hostility to the United States. 

I renew the suggestions heretofore made, namely, that’ 
the aid of Congress be invoked, and such needed 
amendments be made to the laws of the Territory as will 
secure the end sought, 

I have endeavored to clearly point out the situation to 
you, candidly and fairly, setting down naught in malice. 
It is for you to determine just what measures are necessary 
to eradicate the evils disclosed. l

Gentlemen: A majority of your committee, appointed Jan. 
26, 1881, to investigate the official acts, books and papers of 
, the Territorial controller, beg leave to report that they have 
made a careful and thorough investigation pertaining to said 
matters; and have examined under oath all persons supposed 
to be cognizant of the issues involveed; and herewith sub- 
mit for your consideration a summary of the evidence 
taken, and the conclusions of said committee thereon. 

Your committee condemn most unqualifiedly the forging: 
of bonds for the public printing of the years 1880 and i881, 
by Milton Kelly, and the acceptance and ante-dating of the 
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approval of such bonds by Joseph Perrault, whic hact was, 
in the opinion of your committee, on the part of the Terri- 
torial controller, a violation of his official obligation. It 
is moreover the opinion of your committee that this collu- 
sion in the matter of forged bonds does not necessarily 
warrant the conclusion that there was any collusion be- 
tween the said parties in the matter of contract. 

Itis furthermore the opinion of your committee, that the 
Territorial controller has not followed the provisions of the 
law in paying for newspapers ; and although no fraud has 
been perpetrated thereby, yet your committee consider it 
unwise and unsafe for any public officer to perform an act 
in his offictal capacity in contravention of law or without 
its special authority; whatever beneficial results may ap- 
pear to follow a departure from the strict provisions of the 

aw. 

Your committee beg leave to say further, that they have 
examined cursorily the controller’s books, and in our opin- 
ion the method adopted and now followed could not be im- 
proved materially, and the work is done in good style, and 
are in every way correct, so far as your committee 
have been able to discover. Permit us, however, 
to recommend that at the next meeting of the 
Legislative Assembly, and biennially thereafter, the Terri- 
torial controller be required to present an approximate ac- 
count of delinquent property and poll tax of each county 
in this Territory, for the preceding two years. We find 
that the published report of said controller covers a period 
of only 22 months, and does not include a full statement 
of the accounts shown on the books, in that it fails to set 
forth a detailed statement of expenditures other than by 
warrant. 

It is the opinion of your committee that the Territorial 
controller is required under the provisions of law to make 
a full and detailed account of all disbursements of the 
Territory, and in failing to do so placed the Territorial Leg- 
islature under unnecessary embarrassment for lack of , 
complete financial statistics; and we further recommend 
that the controller be required in his biennial reports to 
present a complete itemized statement of all Territorial 
disbursements, whether paid by warrants, vouchers, direct 
appropriation, or in any other manner, ` 

And whilst your committee would not question the abil- 
ity nor impugn the general integrity of the Territorial con- 
troller as a public accountant, and financial agent, still, in 
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yiew of the complications with said Milton Kelly, set 
forth in this investigation, we have no hesitation in charac- 
terizing such irregularities as wholly unjustifiable.

First—That the contracts for printing’ have been let ac- 
cording to law, and that receiving and opening of bids have 
been fairly and properly conducted. 

Second—That the, requirements of law have, as far as 
shown by the evidence, been complied with, except the 
taking of the bond of H. H. Kelly for the printing for 1880, 
and of Milton Kelly for the printing for the year 1881. 

The bond of H. H. Kelly, the person to whom the con- 
tract for printing was let for 1880, purports to have been 
executed by him and’ approved by the controller on the 
6th day of September, 1879, and the bond of Milton Kelly 
is dated and approved September 10th, 1880. It is shown 
conclusively that both of said bonds were executed on or 
about the 17th day of January, 1881, and approved on the 


, Same day or the day after, although the ante-dating and 


approving of said bonds did not, so far as the evidence 
shows, injure or defraud the Territory or any individual, 
and we cannot discover the appearance of any motive for, 
or intention of injuring the Territory or benefiting any 
individual thereby, yet the acts of the controller in the ac- 
ceptance and approval of said bonds, we unqualifiedly con-

Sir: Herewith I return, without approval, House Bill 
No. 91, “ creating a contingent fund for the county of Bear 
Lake, in Idaho Territory.” 

This bill strikes me as rather a unique specimen of leg- 
islation. 

The bill proposes to “set apart from the general fund of 
Bear Lake county, the sum of forty cents on each dollar 
forthe purpose of paying salaries, fees, and expenses of the 
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county officers of Bear Lake county, and all other inci- 
dental or necessary expenses not otherwise provided by law. 

The measure is in conflict with the prohibitions con- 
tained in section 20 of the act relating to county commis- 
sioners, and if it does not repeal them, it is certainly incon- 
sistent therewith, and consequently inoperative. 

It is generally held that a special law is superior to a 
general law, and where there is conflict between them, the 
special law prevails. 

If this be true, and this measure becomes a law, a large 
fund would be raised under it, which the county commis- 
sioners might contend they could *use in the payment of 
additional salaries, fees and expenses of the county officials 
of Bear Lake as they may see fit to allow, “not otherwise 
provided by law.” 

The indefinite and ambiguous wording of this bill would 
seem to justify the conclusion that such was the intention 
of its framers. If there are officers in Bear Lake county 
whose salaries, fees and expenses have not been fixed by 
law, it would be proper to provide definite and adequate 
compensation for them. x

HOUSE MEMORIAL NO. 1. 


To the Honorable, the Senate, and House of Representa- 
tives of the United States in Congress assembled: 

Your memorialists, the Legislative Assembly of the Ter-. 
ritory of Idaho would respectfully state that during the 
Nez Perce war of 1877, and the Bannock war of 1878, in 
this Territory, that several companies of volunteers were 
organized, and performed military service under the direct 
command of the commanding officer of this department. 

In support of the above facts, will cite you to the case of 
Captain Ed. McConville, during the Nez Perce war of 1877, 
and tothe case of Captain A. J. Borland, during the Ban- 
nock and Shoshone war of 1875. Captam McConville 
raised a company of (18) eighteen men in June 1877, was 
detailed to escort a Government train from Lewiston, 


Idaho Territory, to Mount Idaho, by Captain Spurgeon, U. 


S. A., then in command of the military post at Lewiston. 

After performing that duty he reported, to General How- 
ard, and acted directly under his orders during the Nez 
Perce campaign in Idaho (see General Howard’s repott of 
the Nez Perce war). Captain A. J. Borland raised a com- 


-pany of (18) men in Boise City, in June, 1878, was as- 


signed to duty on Snake riyer, guarding and escorting the 
United States mails, and in July was relieved by an order 
of the department commander and assigned to duty on the 
‘Weiser river. - 

Reported to and received orders from the U. 8. Military 
commander at Boise City, and drew rations regularly from 


the U. S. commissary. 


He remained on duty until September 13th, 1878. . 

Your memorialists would further state that there are 
several other cases in this Territory, and the orders, mus- 
ter rolls, etc., are now on file at the War Department in 
Washington, D. C. 

In view ‘of the fact that none of the volunteers who 
served in the above campaigns have received any compen- . 
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sation whatever. we, your memorialists, would ask your 
Honorable body to take such action as would secure to 
these men their just ‘dues. And your memorialists will 
ever pray.

MEMORIAL. 


To the Honorable Senate and House of Representatives 
of the United States: 

Your Memorialists, the Legislative Assembly of Idaho 
Territory respectfully represent: 

First—That almost the entire extent of timbered land 
within this Territory is situated in the mountainous dis- 
tricts of tbe Territory, is unsurveyed, and, being valueless 
for agricultural purposes, will doubtless remain unsurveyed 
(except in those portions where mineral deposits may be 
discovered} for an indefinite period, and not available under 
the homestead or pre-emption laws. 

Second—That the inhabitants of this Territory are en- 
tirely without timber for any purpose except as they pro- 
cure it from the said unsurveyed lands ofthe United States, 
and they are therefore placed in the anomalous position, 
where they must either violate the law or abandon. the- 
country. 

Third—While the pa care N of a strict enforce- 
ment of the laws of the United States against the cutting 
of timber on the public lands of the United States in this 
Territory has long been recognized by the government 
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department, still while the law remains in its present con- 
dition, our people are compelled ex necessitate rei; to be 
either violators ‘of the law or exiles, and are, moreover, 
subjected to annoyance from rapacious and unprincipled 
officials, who take advantage of the unfortunate condition 
of things in this regard, and by attempted enforcement of 
the laws (having in view only their own ‘pecuniary inter- 
ests), “harass our people, and eat out their substance.” 

Fourth—We are confident if your Honorable bodies 
would give this matter, even a brief consideration sufficient 
to take in the situation as it is—-that you would not hesi- 
tate to give us the relief asked, and that is the right to the 
people of Idaho Territory to take timber from the unsur- 
veyed public lands within said Territory for all purposes, 
earn exportation beyond the Territory. 

Fifth—None of the timber growing in this Territory is 
of the kind recognized as valuable for naval purposes. 

Trusting the necessities of the case may urge its early 
consideration by you, your memorialists will ever pray.

Your Memorialists, the Legislative Assembly of the Ter- 
oT of Idaho, would respectfully represent the following 

acts: 

First—That what is generally known as the “Wood 
River Country,” in Alturas county, in this Territory, is now 
settled and occupied by a pelt of about fifteen hun- 
dred (1500) persons, nearly all of whom have settled in that 
country during the past eight months, which population is 
morally certain to be very largely augmented in the imme- 
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diate future, because within the period above named many 
important and valuable discoveries of gold ‘and silver-bear- 
ing quartz mines have been made, some of which have been 
very thoroughly prospected and partially developed. 

That notwithstanding its present isolated position and’ 
remoteness from the centres of population and trade, a 
large amount of silver and gold-bearing ores have been 
transported from various mines, at great expense, to Salt. 
Lake City, Utah Territory, and other places, for reduction, 
(no smelters or reduction works being as yet in operatiott 
in the mines). Nevertheless, the net proceeds of these 
shipments have invariably been very profitable to the ship- 
pers and miners. The mineral fields so far discovered and 
prospected are the richest and most extensive now known - 
on this Continent, embracing a mineral-bearing belt- of 
more, than seven thousand (7000) square miles in area, 
situated on the mountains and foot-hills about the sources 
of Wood, Salmon and.Boise rivers. These mines have al- 
ready attracted the favorable attention of prospecters, 
miners, capitalists and scientists, and are certain to be oc- 
cupied and worked by a very large population in the im- 
mediate future. 

Second—Adjacent to, and in the immediate vicinity of 
these mineral fields, is a large amount of agricultural and 
erazing lands, on Wood river, Malade river, and Canvas 
Prairie. Much of this land is surveyed, and is being settled 
upon with a rapidity unexampled in the history of this 
Territory. In view of the foregoing facts, we respectfully 
submit that a liberal system of mail facilities is urgently 
needed in that country. 

The present situation is, that tri-weekly service is estab- 
lished on the route from Arco to Bellevue, thence up Wood 
river via of Ketchum to Galena. During the period up to 
December 1, 1880, the mails were transported with reason- 
able regularity and promptness, yet by the routes then and 
now traveled by the mails, the distance from Bellevue to 
Boise City, the capital of the Territory, is about seven 
hundred (700) miles; the distance from Bellevue to Rocky 
Bar. the county seat of Alturas county by the same route, 
is about seven hundred and thirty (730) miles. The distance 
by the nearest practicable route from Bellevue to Boise City 
is about one hundred and forty miles; the distance from 
‘the same point to Rocky Bar iš only seventy-five miles. 

By the route from Arco to Bellevue the mails have been 
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n interrupted by deep snows since December Ist, 


From the first to the fifteenth of December no mail was 
received at Bellevue, or any other post office on Wood 
river. Nor has any mail been received at Boise City from 
Bellevue between the middle of December, 1880, and Janu- 
ary Ist, 1881, so that owing to deep snows or other causes, the 
people af the entire Wood River country dre practically cut - 
off from communication with the world during the winter 
months. 

The natural outlet for all this vast region, both mineral 
and agricultural, during the winter season, is down Wood 
river to its confluence with the Malade river, thence down 
the Malade to Snake river. By this route to Salmon Falls 
port office, on the main central route to Boise City, the 
distance from Bellevue is only sixty-five (65) miles. This 
route is free from deep snows or other obstructions, and is 
practicable for travel at all seasons of the year. 

The distance from Bellevue, through Canvas Prairie, 
Little Canvas, and Dixie Valley to Mountain Home P. O., on 
the main line from Kelton to Boise City, is about ninety- 
five miles. 

This is the nearest and most practicable route from all 
these settlements to Boise City, and to Rocky Bar, and 
passes through a country which is now rapidly settling up, 
ana is susceptible to settlement and cultivation for its 
entire distance. 

Your memorialists therefore most earnestly recommend 
and urge that daily service be ordered at once on the route 
from Bellevue to Salmon Falls, and that daily service be 
put upon the route from Bellevue to Mountain Home P. 0., 
at a period not later than the first of April, 1851. 

And, as in duty bound, your memorialists will ever pray.

We, your memorialists, therefore respectfully but urgently 
pray, that when the Territory of Washington is admitted 
into the Union, that all of that portion of Idaho Territory 
hereinafter more particularly described, be attached to, and 
made a part of the State of Washington, to-wit: All that 
portion of Idaho Territory embraced in the following bound- 
aries:

That by the new route as recommended by us, the distance 
to be traveled from Bonanza to Idaho City would be re- 
duced to 120 miles, or 156 miles from Bonanza to the 
capital. This service being one that is much needed, and 
one that would prove a great benefit to the people of one 
of the richest portions of the Territory, your memorialists 
would respectfully ask that mail route 42,109 be extended 
from Banner to Bonanza City and return, with a tri-week- 
ly service between such places. And your memorialists 
will ever pray. ae

AYeur Memoriali-t.. the Legislative Assembly of the Ter- 

ritina at biahe, respeetiulls represent: 
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That in consequence of the large area of Idaho Territory, 
and its rapid increase in wealth and population, the pres- 
ent judicial system of the Territory provided by the Fed- 
eral Government is entirely inadequate to meet the wants 
and, business of its people. _ 

There are now thirteen counties of large extent, and 
each Legislature is besieged with applications for the erec- 
tion of new counties, to supply the convenience of increas- 
ing settlements. The three judges appointed by the Presi- 
dent are unable to hold a sufficient number of terms of 
court in the several counties to properly dispose of the 
causes arising therein, of which the district courts have 
exclusive jurisdiction. In most of the counties only one 
term of said courts is held in each year; and in conse- 
quence of the inadequate salary paid to the judges under 
Congressional appropriation, it becomes a great hardship 
upon them, out of the meager compensation, to bear the 
expenses of travel many hundreds of miles, even to hold 
these annual terms, and the annual meeting of the Su- 
preme Court of the Territory. So heavy has been the bur- 
den of this expense that the judges are driven to the ne- 
cessity, and have so announced, that it is their purpose, after 
the term of the Supreme Court in September next, only to 
hold one session of the District Courts each year, at one 
place in the three several judicial districts into which the 
‘Territory is divided. 

Your memorialists would therefore most respectfully but 
earnestly pray, that the following changes be made in the 
laws of the United States so far as they relate to Idaho: 

First—That the salaries of the justices of the Supreme 
Court to be fixed at thirty-five hundred dollars per annum, 
and that the Congress make provision for the payment 
thereof: 

second—-That provision be made by law for an increase 
of the number of justices to four, and requiring that no 
justice shall sit in the Supreme Court on appeal thereto, 
pe the hearing of any cause tried before him as a district 
judge. 

Third—That the Legislative Assembly be empowered to 
assign the justices to the several districts, to create such 
districts, and to fix the times and places of holding courts 
in the several counties for the trial of causes not arising 
under the Constitution and laws of the United States. 

And your memorialists will ever pray.

To the Honorable, the Senate and the House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United States, in Congress assembled: 
Your Memorialists, the Legislative Assembly of Idaho 

Territory, respectfully and earnestly recommend an ap- 

propriation of seventy-five thousand dollars for the erec- 

tion of a public building at Boise City, the capital of this 

Territory, suitable for legislative halls, commuttee rooms, 

court room, and offices for the several United States of- 

ficers. The United States is now, and for years past has 
been, paying more than three thousand dollars per annum 
as rent for these accommodations in private buildings, 
which are unadapted to such uses; so that, considered with 

‘a view to economy, it is to the advantage of the govern- 

ment to own a suitable building for those purposes. Again, 

we would direct: your attention to the fact thatfor a 

long series of years it has been the practice, if not therule, 

_for Congress to appropriate money for this purpose in or- 

ganized territories; that this Territory has now been or- 

ganized nearly eighteen years, and during that time has 

Baud into the federal treasury hundreds of thousands of 

ollars as internal revenue; notwithstanding which facts, 
however, Idaho seems to be almost the only exception 
from the practice above stated. Believing our request to 
be hee and trusting that it will meet the early attention 
and approval of your Honorable bodies, your memorialists, 
as in duty bound, will ever pray.

To the Honorable Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States of America, in Congress assembled: 

Your Memorialists, the Governor and Legislative Asse m- 
bly of the Territory of Idaho, respectfully represent: That 
the present condition of the Nez Perce Indians fully war- 
rants and demands that the Reservation known as the Nez 
Perce Indian Reservation, should be thrown open to settle- 
ment by location under the General Land Laws, after first 
providing that the Indians living upon said Reservation 
shall he entitled to the first choice in locating their claims 
under the general land law, or under any law that may 
be enacte:! to meet the exigencies of the case. The extent 
of arable land within the limits of said Reservation is far 
in excess of what is necessary for the comfortable support 
of the Said tribe, either under the present system or under 
the systeni contemplated by your memorialists. The Nez 
Perce Indians are well known as a tribe renowned for sa- 
gacity and independence, and, until the outbreak of 1877, 
for their unswerving loyalty and fidelity to the whites. 
They are well skilled in agriculture and stock-raising. 
There are well known instances of the location and im- 
provement of land, under the general law, by members of 
this tribe, who have renounced their tribal allegiance and 
become citizens of the United States. The success and 
prosperity of those adopting this plan has been so marked 
that very many of the tribe living upon the Reservation 
desire to follow their example, but are prevented, for the 
reason that the land they desire is within the limits of 
the Reservation, and therefore not subject to location 
under the General Land Law. The disastrous effect 
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of their only attempt at war has taught them thor- 
oughly the utter absurdity’ of any further resistance of 
the authority of the United States, and they fully recog- 
nize that only by conformity to the requirements of civili- 
zation can they hope to avoid utter extermination. All the 
elements necessary to warrant the proposed change, with 
every assurance of success, are here found to exist awaiting 
utilization ; the nature of the Indians themselves, the edu- 
cation they have received, the habits they have adopted, 
their own desire for the reform, the example and influence 
of the whites, the presence of troops, and the location of 
the Reservation, are substantial reasons why the experi- 
ment of permanently locating Indians on lands in fee sim- 
ple, should be tried with the Nez Perce Indians. ~~ 

And your memorialists ‘earnestly and respectfully peti- 
tion your Honorable body.to take as speedy action in the 
matter as a careful consideration of its merits will allow ; 
and your memorialists will ever’ pray.
